Trade is Growing 


St. Louis Retail Stores Selling Horse 
Flesh Report 300 Per Cent. 
Increase 


An indication of the growing trade 
in horse meat is furnished by the St. 
Louis market, where horse killing es- 
tablishments have been in operation 
for the past two years. Two retail 
shops located in sections of the city 
inhabited by foreign-born people 
handle this meat exclusively, as their 
customers were accustomed to horse 
meat in their native countries and 
they want it here. The business of 
one of these shops has increased 300 
per cent. in the last year. Many col- 
ored people of St. Louis use horse 
meat; some saloons use it for their 
wagons 
tribute horse meat to foreign board- 
ing houses, restaurants and_ hotels. 
Owing to the high cost of beef, the 
carnivorous animals of the St. Louis 
Zoo are now fed upon horse meat. 
The meat is also shipped for human 
consumption to Chicago, Kansas City 
and Memphis. Complete killing rec- 
ords have not been kept but in one 
weck, for instance, the two slaught- 
ering plants in St. Louis killed ninety 
horses for meat. 

In this country a strong incentive 
to the use of horse meat is found in 
the price. It is cheap. Comparative 
figures show that when beef porter- 
house steak is 40 cents a pound horse 
porterhouse is 15 cents; when beef 
sirloin is 35 cents horse sirloin sclls 
at 15 cents; when rib roast beef is 
30 cents horse rib roast is 12% cents. 
Such values are bound to encourage 
more and more the consumption of 
horses for human food. The St. Louis 
horse meat dealers relate that inquir- 
ies about this meat are increasing all 
the time and new customers are con- 
stantly secured. 

In France the people are now eat- 
ing 2,000 donkeys and 300 horses a 
day. -About 70,000 horses were eaten 
last year. Many of _the horses

ics, There are many of these and a 
plentiful supply of horse meat is 
maintained so that the meat shortage 
in France has been greatly relieved.

When We Get to B_rlin 


Will Not Be the First Time In 
History 


When the allies do get to Berlin— 
if the Germans, wiser in their gener- 
ation than hitherto, do not accept 
their terms beforehand—this will not 
be the first time in history that Brit- 
ish soldiers have inspired terror into 
the minds of the inhabitants of that 
capital. For it is recorded that in 
1620, or thereabouts, a little Anglo- 
Scottish host of some 5,000 men— 
sent by James 1, under Sir Andrew 
Grey, to the assistance of the king’s 
son-in-law, the “Winter King” of Bo- 
hemia—encamped for some time on 
its march thither on the Temple of 
Common outside the city (where the 


contrary to popular expectation, be- 
ing more mildly mannered than the 
Germans they made no attempt to 
sack the city, but resumed their 
march after duc refreshment and re- 
fitting. On the other hand, if and 
when the allies enter Berlin, they 
will have to pass the statue of that 
“ever-valiant and approved Scott,”

the principal squares; and at sight of 
his native “Gordons” at the head. 
perhaps, of the British contingent 
marching past him to the tune of “I 
wish I were where Gadie rins,” the 
old field marshal—who fell in saving 
from annihilation the Prussian army 
of Frederick, at Hochkirch—will be 
tempted to return their salute by a 
motion of his head like the statue of 
the murdered governor in "Don 
Juan.” 


Deserters in Turkey 


Roving Bands Constitute Serious 
Problem, Says Dr. Barton 


Bands of deserters from the Turk- 
ish army constitute a sefious prob- 
lem in’Turkey, with which the allied 
governments must deal effectually, ac- 
cording to Dr. James L. Barton, for- 
eign secretary of the American board 
of commissioners for foreign missions 
and chairman of the American com- 
mittee for relief in the Near East. 

“The peril in the surrender of Tur- 
key lies in the fact that for 
years the government of the country 
has been military, with only a cari- 
cature of a civil organization,” Dr. 
Barton stated. “When the military 
government collapses, the country 
will be left without adequate machin- 
ery for protection from internal 
trouble. There is no danger from up- 


risings of the people or of inter-rac-| 


ial strife, but there is a real peril to 
the entire country from bands of de- 
serters from the army. Bandits from 
wandering tribes, unpaid soldicrs now 
disorganized and living_off the coun- 
try, will constitute a menace to all 
classes, and need to be restrained. 
More than 2,000,000 Armenians and 
Greeks exiled from their homes and 
incapable of self-defense would fall 
easy prey. z 

“The allies should at once, 
the unconditional surrender. of the 
military, make provision for an inter- 
national commission to give Turkey 
a safe provisional government until 
the peace conference settles the ques- 
tion of a permanent government for 
the entire country.”

Alberta 


The crops that can be grown suc | 
cessfully with irrigation in Southern 
Alberta are many and various, and 
the development of these lands to 
their full capacity will materially in- | 
crease the prosperity of the province. | 
Experience is showing that in addi-| 
tion to wheat and other grains, which 
now form the bulk of the crop grown 
with irrigation, many other crops 
that are equally, if not more remun- 
erative to the grower can be raised 
successiully, Atialts is the chicf of 
these. This is one of the most im- 
portant crops of the province, and 
many farmers have-sold their hay 
this year at prices which amount to 
twice as much as they gave for their 
land, and also twice as much as what 
similar land can be bought at the 
present time. Other fodder crops, 
such as clovers, vetches, tame gras- 
ses, give remarkable yields on these 
lands, 

One of the most successful crops 


was peas. At the government cxper- 
imental farm there the yield was ap- 
proximately forty bushels to 
acre, and as they will brin

factorily remuncrated, At Leth- 
bridge, tomatocs grown on two acres 
of irrigated land in July and August 
were sold for $5,000, and the plants 
were still yiclding well in September, 
Crops of potatoes yielding 400 to 700 
bushels to the acre have been taken 
off irrigated land in Southern Alberta, 
Sugar beets, too, are a_ successful 
crop, but the labor is not available 
to handle them at the present time, 
All kinds of garden produce, includ- 
ing cantaloupes, water melons, pump- 
kins, cucumbers, peppers, cauliflow- 
ers, cabbage and other kinds of veg- 
ctables too numerous to mention; to- 
gether with strawberries, raspberries, 
gooscberries, etc, are also grown 
and with equal success. The close 
proximity of much of this irrigated 
land to the railway will lead to its 
being more intensively farmed than 
it has been, many crops that have 
hitherto been grown only on a com- 
paratively small scale will undoubted- 
ly be produced in greater quantities.

Prairie Provinces’ 
Butter Production 


More Than Two and a Quarter Mil- 
lion Pounds Produced in 
Three Provinces 


By a recent order of the Dominion 
government fequisitioning all th 
creamery butter produced in Canada 


during the period from September 30] 


to November 9 to supply the needs 
of the allied nations in Europe, atten- 
tion is drawn to the importance of 
the output of the Prairie Provinc« 
It is estimated that 650,000 pounds of 
creamery butter will be produced in 
Manitoba during this period, 
in Northern Alberta alone half a mil- 
lion pounds will be manufactured, If 
another half million pounds is added 
for Southern Alberta and three 
quarters of a million pounds for Sas- 
katchewan—and these figures might 
easily be short of the mark—more 
than two and a quarter million 
pounds of creamery butter will be 
produced in the three provinces in 
the six weeks’ period. ‘The dairy in- 
dustry in Western Canada is growing 
in importance month after month 
and year after year.
